1s the twelfth—season as Master of the 
Wards, and, as far as I can see, he will 
probably fill that position permanently. 
Without intending to belittle the many 
good sportsmen who have followed the 
fortunes of the Wards for so long now, I 
cannot think of anyone so suitable for the 
job as “the Judge.’’ To say that he is 
the equal in sportsmanship of the other 
gallant gentlemen who have preceded him 
as Masters is, perhaps, the best compli- 
ment one can pay him.

Now I turn to an aspect of hunting 
about which I feel in duty bound te com- 
plain. While I am always delighted to 
see so many people interested in the hunt, 
no matter how they get there, I think it 
is such a pity they cannot make up their 
minds to ride, instead of following the 
hunt in a car.

Ghe Philippine Republic 


Manuel Quezon, who is to be inaueurated 
first President of the new Philippines 
Republic on November 15th. has been 
working all his life to induce the United 
States Government to grant independence 
to his countrymen. Some _ twenty-five 
years ago he went as a young man to 
Washington to launch a pro-independence 
campaign. He had been elected Commis- 
sioner from the Philippine Islands, and 
this gave him ‘he rare privilege of being 
able to address the American House of 
Representatives in formal session, To do 
this he had to learn English first of all, 
and this he did in an amazingly short 
time. His mastery of the language, as 
it is spoken in America, was such that his 
first address to the House was a real 
display of oratory, and it impressed 
representatives of all parties, The Presi- 
dent-elect is a dapper little man, and 
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typically Filipino.

Bradford Cheatre

ford came when the Bradford Civic Play- 
house was destroyed fire in March last. 
Now it appears that the theatrical en- 
thusiasts who controlled that venture were 
not to be so disastrously prevented from 
giving their city a theatre, and so they at 
once got together to have the Civic Play- 
house rebuilt on better and more modern 
lines. The rebuilding fund has now reached 
over £500, and in the meantime the con- 
mittee in charge lis continuing the 
theatrical work in the Bradford Co-opera- 
tive Hall. Arrangements have been made 
for a series of productions during this 
season, beginning with Bernard Shaw's 
‘Major Barbara '” this month. Among

NE-WAY streets can be a nuisance, 
if they are not clearly indicated, to 
motorists who are unfamiliar with the 
districts in which they are situated. They 
are, however, definitely of value in 
eliminating traffic delays and _ blockages, 
and they are a measure in the interests of 
safety. 

Dublin’s best known one-way thorough- 
fare is the portion of South Richmond 
street by which one by-passes ‘‘ Kelly's 
Corner ” on the way to Rathmines from 
the Harcourt street direction. A corre- 
spondent writes to complain about the 
| neglect by some users of this street to 
observe the one-way rule. Cyclists, drivers 
of delivery vans and horse-drawn vehicles 
are, he writes, the principal offenders. 
Proceeding towards Harcourt street, they 
enter this “ by-pass’ against the south- 
bound traffic, to whose use it is legally 
restricted. 

Al of the transgressors, this corre- 
spondent complains, cannot be ignorant 
of the nature of the street, for some of 
them are local residents. Owing to the 
nature of the surface, he states. there is 
a great tendency to skid when entering the 
street in wet weather. particularly if those 
using the street in the wrong direction 
force one to corner abruptly. 

In the Sandymount area the Tramways 
Company always has recognised Newgrove 
avenue as a one-way street for tramcars 
and "buses; I doubt if two ‘buses could 
pass in this narrow thoroughfare. But 
other motorists do not recognise this fact, 
and some day a shore-bound driver, going 
fast round the bend in the middle of the 
avenue, is going to meet a "bus, and then 
there will be sparks! As a matter of fact, 
a few weeks avo I came across a ‘bus 
which had ploughed through a big stone 
wall at the top of Newgrove avenue, but, 
whether that mishap could have been 
avoided if the street had been really ‘‘one. 
wav ” I do not know. 

There are two ways of by-passing New- 
grove avenue without adding more than 
a few yards to one’s journey, so that wise 
motorists will anticipate the authorities 


and assume that there is a “No 
Entrance’’ sign at the Sandymount 
village end. 

No doubt, there are many other 
thoroughfares in Dublin which micht, 
with advantage, be ‘‘ one-way.”” What 


about the lower end of Fleet street or 
Hawkins street during theatre hours? 


This Progress 


T HE increasing popularity of motoring 
can be measured by the figures 


| issued by the Society of Motor Manu- 


facturers and Traders. In Great Britain 


the new registrations in the month of 
August showed an increase of 59 per cent. 
as compared with August of 1934. In 
Northern Ireland the increase was 62.9 per 
cent. In the Irish Free State it was 61.5 
per cent. Can it be tha* the Free State, 
notwithstanding gloomy contrary views, 
actually is sharing in the prosperity re- 
turning to Britain and the North? ff 
not, where did the rmioney come from to 
buy 182 more cars than in the correspond- 
ing month of the previous year? 

This, too, is interesting. Motor cycles 
are no longer declining in popularity. 
Recently we were reconciling ourselves to 
their relegation to the same position as 
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the motor cycle occupies in the United 
States—as a vehicle for speed “ cops ” and 
for use upon the dirt tracks or in 
hill chmbs. Even some of our Irish 
motor cycle clubs were turning themselves 
into car clubs—of which they have had a 
remarkable example across the Channel. 
for the trials of the Motor Cvcline Club 
are now more heavily supported by car 
drivers than motor cvclists. 

Here is the position: In the eleven 
months, October. 1934-August, 1935, the 
number of newly-recistered wotor cvcles 
in. Northern Ireland increased by 14.1 ver 
cent., as compared with the corresvonding 
eleven months of 1933-'34. Jn the Free 
State the increase was 4.8 rer cent., and 
in Great Britain 2.1 per cent.. The total 
number in vse; however, is still lower 
then in 1933-'34. 

More motor vehicles are in use in 
September than anv other month of the 
vear, Tn Great Britain 1,904,184 cars and 
25.283 motor cvcles were on the road in 
September of 1934. This year it is com- 
outed that the numbers were 1.458,353 and 
400,148 respectively. Motor cars steadily 
increase in popularitv. Ta 10927 the 
number in vse in Great Fritain was 
around 70.000. and motor cycles then 
were only 50,000 fewer.

Veteran Car Run 


NTRIES for the veteran car run from 
London to Brighton, organised 
annually by the Royal Automobile Club 
to commemorate the original run in 1896, 
have closed with a total of exactly one 
hundred. This easily constitutes a record. 
Every car entered for the run is at least 
thirty-one years old, the latest date of 
manufacture to render a car eligible to 
compete being 1904. 

When the event was first held eight 
years ago there were less than forty 
entries ; but. so great has been the interest 
in these ancient cars that, during the 
intervening years every scrap heap, barn 
and farm yard in Englani has been ex- 
plored in the hope of finding yet another 
precious’ relic. 

The R.A.C. run takes place on 17th 
November. There sre no prizes; nothing 
to reward the entrants and drivers, save 
the desire to experience afresh the joys 
and tribulations which made motoring in 
the last century an adventure not lightly 
undertaken ; and also a medal—replica of 
that presented to successful drivers in the 
1896 run--as a souvenir. 
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Brake Squeak 


a BAKE squeak is not so common as it 

was about five years ago. At the 
same time it can be heard from time to 
time. The Institute of Automobile 
Engineers’ Research and Standardisation 
Committee has been collating information 
on the subject, and among the conclusions 
expressed in a recent-issued pamphlet are 
the following :— 

The genera! opinion is that research on 
the subject of ‘‘brake squeak’* would be 
welcome. The cause of squeak is, not 
generally understood, although there is 
evidence from several sources that there 
exists a difference between the static and 
the kinetic coefficients of friction between 
lining and drum, which is responsible for 
causing the initial vibrations, 

Opinions are divided as to the source of 
the initial vibrations, and in consequence 
the problem has been approached from 
different angles. Most of the work has 
been directed towards damping the brake 


drum, as it is thought that, due to its 
shape and acoustic characteristics, the 
drum tends to amplify the noise. It is 


realised, however, that, although the drum 
may be damped sufficiently to prevent the 
emission of noise, the source of the vibra- 
tion has in no way been affected. 

There are many palliatives available, 
but, so far, no remedy has been devised 
which can be applied universally with any 
certainty of success. A certain amount of 
trouble is due to the fact that the co- 
efficient of friction of the lining does not 
remain stable in prolonged service. Atmo- 
spheric conditions and dust cause material 
differences in the coefficient of friction. A 
periodic inspection and ‘‘ spring clean ”' 
of the brake gear will often give immu- 
nity from. squeak. 


Remedies 


ALLIATIVES have been applied to 
virtually every part of the brake gear. 
Damping of the drums, either by welded 
stiffeners, or bands of metallic or sound 
absorbent material, has proved the most 
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The “cockpit” of one of the Mercedes-Benz Grand Prix racing 


successful. Other remedies which have 
been tried with some measure of success 
all endeavour to alter the resonant 
characteristics of the drum, the success 
achieved depending on the scope of 
application allowed by the particular de- 
sign of brake gear. 

n the case of shoe vibrations, the 
application’ of any particular remedy 
appears to be much more limited, and, as 
a result, more methods have been devised. 
Schemes which have proved successful in 
certain applications include: making the 
leading shoe of steel and the trailing shoe 
of aluminium, spring-fitting weights «to 
the shoes, applying fr ction between the 
shoe and backplate, fitting hard rubber 
bushes to the fulcrum ,.ns. 

The last two methods are open to objec- 
tion, the first on the grounds that the 
amount of friction required to cause 
sufficient damping interferes with brake 
operation, while in the second it is found 
that the efficiency of the brakes is 
adversely affected. The self-servo action 
of the linings is generally decreased by 
cutting away the lining at the toe end of 
the leading shoe, as it is cunsidered that 
the vibrations originate from the region 
where self-actuation is highest. 

In addition, various methods are used 
for assuring even distribution of pressure 
over the whole surface. In some cases the 
linings are grooved or gapped round the 
position of maximum pressure, while in 
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others the shoes are rendered more flexible 
either by drilling or slotting of the webs.

The funeral will take place to-day from 
Maynooth College to the College Cemetery of 
the Right Rev. Monsignor J. MacCaffrey, 
D.D., President of St. Patrick’s College, May- 
nooth, whose death occurred on Friday last 
after an illness of five weeks. 

He was in his 60th year. 

Solemn Office and Requiem Mass will be 
offered in the Collese Chapel at 10 o'clock 
this morning, presided over by His Eminence 
Cardinal MacRory, and the funeral will take 
place immediately afterwards. 

_ Born in 1875 in Co. Tyrone, the late Mon- 
signor MacCaffrey was son of the late Mr. 
Francis MacCaffrey, Alderwood, Clogher, and 
received his early education at Macartan’s 
Seminary, Monaghan, whence he passed on to 
Maynooth. He was ordained in 1899 after 
reading a distinguished course in Philosophy 
and Theology, and after some vears spent in 
Dunboyne he was elected to fill the Chair ot 
Ecclesiastical History. He studied for further 
pentane at the Ecole des Chartres and the 
nstitut Catholique, Paris. and later in the 
University of igi: where his historical 
work gained him the degree of D.Ph. 
Two of his most important works produced 
during his Professors ip at Maynooth were 
the ‘History of the Catholic Church from 
the Renaissance to the Revolution” and the 
** History of the Catholic Church in the 19th 
Century.” Both of these works are regarded 
as standard text-books in respect of the 
a with which they deal. His “' School 
istory of the Catholic Church ” deals with 
the main phases of the history of the Church 
down to modern times. 
As co-Editor of the irí Theological 
Quarterly, he contributed many important 
articles to that journal, and it was chiefly 
through his inspiration that the ‘' Archiviuwm 
Hibernicum’’ was launched to make accessible 
hitherto ‘anpublished ‘material for scholars of 
Irish history. He edited the ' Black Book of 
Limerick,” which is one of the most highly 
rized treasures in the Maynooth College 
i , and he had the honour of sitting as 
a member of the Manuscripts Commission set 
up some years ago. 

His inistrative abilities as well as 
his brilliant. scholarly attainments had full 
scope as Vice-President of Maynooth, an 
appointment which he received in 1915, and 
he became President three years later, 
ng the late Monsignor Hogan. His 
interest in educational problems enhanced 
the value of his services as a member of the

Goldmark’s overture, “In Springtime,’ 
was beautifully expressed by the Symphony 
Orchestra, under the direction of Mr. E.

PREMIER AS REGENT 


General Condylis, the Prime Minister, 
it 18 announced, will continue as Regent 
until the arrival in Greece of King George. 
In a message to the Greek team á on the 
cr of the plebiscite General. Condylis 
said :— 

‘* The time has come to put a definite 
stop to the period of political anarchy 
which has brought the country so many 
ills. I ask the people to ratify the restora- 
tion of the Monarchy, which is indispens- 
able to the carrying out of the radical re- 
forms so necessary to-day. The presence 
of the king as supreme arbiter will bring 
an end to intestine dissensions.”’ 

M. Tsaldaris, the ex-Premier, also de- 
livered a message declaring that the 
Monarchy would bring peace and pros- 
perity to the country. 

As soon as the result is known a special 
delegation will leave Athens for London 
to inform the king of the result—provided 
the plebiscite results in a vote for the 
restoration. 

Interviewed on the results of the 
plebiscite, General Condylis said: ‘‘ The 
expression of the popular will in favour 
of restoration was foreseen, but the results 
have exceeded all expectations.”’ 

A later message says:—It is estimated 
that 98 per cent. of the electorate have 
voted for the restoration of the Monarchy.

And it is the 
common conviction that there is no possi- 
bility of a Labour victory. But. will the 
Labour Party agree that Socialism is not 
an issue, and that its appeal for a 
mandate to promote Socialism at home is 
only a phraseological cover for an other- 
wise innocuous programme of moderate 
reform?

KILKENNY, Sunday. 
iF was the duty of every person to accord 
whatever support he could to the new 
Conversion Loan, declared Mr. W. T. 
Cosgrave, T.D., speaking at the annual 
United Ireland Party convention at Kells, 
County Kilkenny, to-day. 

The conversion, he said, was a matter 
affecting not merely the different parties 
in the State. but virtually all people in 
the State. 

‘IT commend to anyone,” he said, “ the 
facility for converting under the new 
scheme,”’ 

The United Ireland Party, he continued, 
had been accused of adopting the policy 
of Fianna Fail. They had not adopted 
that policy, nor were they going to adopt 
it. The pity was that Fianna Fail had 
not pursued the Cumann Na nGaedheal 
policy three years ago. There were other 
phases of public life which might. well 
get the same consideration as that given 
to the National Loan, and one of these 
was an agreed national economy—an 
agreement between the United Ireland 
Party and the other parties as to what 
was essential in the matter of production 
and sale. They would like to have the 
support of all parties in the State to 
secure that changes in public policy would 
not mean destitution and insolvency for 
large sections of the community. 


THE DAMAGE 

It seemed that the Government was 
unable for the last three years to 
appreciate the damage that could be done 
to the State by another country economi- 
cally and financially stronger than this 
country was. The Minister for Agriculture 
knew that there was not a shadow of truth 
in the statement he made in Kilkenny that 
the United Ireland Party. policy connoted 
the payment of five million pounds a year 
to Britain ; for, while they did not repudiate 
their obligations in connection with the 
land annuities, they would put up 
the case that was being put up by almost 
every -nation—that the measure of inter- 
national obligations was a country’s 
op to meet them. The Cumann na 
nGaedheal Government secured democratic 
rights and legislative government for this 
country, and it was due to its efforts that 
Mr. de Valera was able to take his place 
among the world nations at Geneva. 

Speaking of the economic situation, Mr. 
Cosgrave asked how it came about that, 
in spite of the wheat and beet schemee 
and the great industrial push that was 
being spoken of, the country was able to 
use only 120 tons of phosphates as against 
178 tons before the change of Government. 


THE ANNUITIES 
Referring to the land annuities, he said 
that nobody stood for paying those debts; 
but United Ireland held that the dispute 
should never have occurred, and that the 
Government had lost the struggle with 


Great- Britain, and’ lost the ability to- 


maintain the rights and privileges of the 
people of this country. It was quite 
obvious that the land of Ireland was not 
now receiving the same attention as it had 
been, and that factor would have a telling 
effect in the end. 

The economic struggle, said Mr. 
Cosgrave, was costing Great Britain some- 
thing as well as costing the Free State 
something. It had meant a reduction of 
goods from Britain to the value of some- 
thing like £20,000,000 a year, which would 
have meant a large. measure of employ- 
ment on both sides. He wondered if there 
was any particular reason why they should 
declare war on any of the produce of this 
country. 

“ We must have more sensible methods 
of dealing with public policy,” he de- 
clared. ‘ We must ensure for our people 
that they will not be robbed by two 
Governments. That if they are going to 
be taxed they will not be taxed beyond 
their capacity to pay, and we must restore 
to Parliament the representative character 
it had before the Government took office.’’ 
_It would appear as if the State were 
living for officials instead of officials 
living for the State. There was but one 
national problem remaining, and that was 
the unity of the State The problem of 
the last three years did not conduce in any 
way to a solution of that question. 


POLICE AND ARMY 


Mr. Cosgrave spoke of the position of 
the Civic Guards and the Army. The 
members of the Gardai, he said, had a 
duty to the State, and every individual 
in the State, and they had neither right 
nor authority to abuse any individual of 
the State. They were in existence for the 
people’s protection, and he hoped there 
had been no change in the administration 
of their duty. Itswas the duty of every- 
one to see that no person who was not 
equal to his duties remained in that force. 
The Guards had shown great courage as a 
body, and as individuals, and he hoped 
they would not abuse their authorisy. No 
matter what Government was in office they 
would not tolerate any abuse of authority 
on the part of the Gardai.

It is understood that the Nationalists 
have agreed to these terms, which 
emanated from the Kepublican Party. It 
was also learned that the candidates 
already selected by the Republicans and 
Nationalists will stand down, and that 
negotiations are still proceeding for the 
selection of two new candidates, who will 
be required to give the written declaration 
set out above. This means that the 
persons selected will not enter the Dail, 
the Northern Parliament or the Imperial 
Parliament.

A Convention’ representing the Na- 
tionalists of West Belfast was held in 
St. Mary’s Hall here to-day.

‘* After prolonged consideration, the 
Nationalists of West Belfast have decided 
not to put forward a candidate at the 
present election.

HEN) the present Students’ Represen- 
tative Council took over office early 


in January, a determined effort to 
et adequate recognition for the need of 
Student Jnion buildings was felt to be neces- 
sary. With this object in view, the new 
Council, under the presidentship of Mr. Denis 
O'Donovan, M.A., approached various in- 
fluential members of the Governing Body and 
Senate. Dr. Corcoran, Professor of Education 
and a member of both bodies, realising that 
the position was serious ana that there were 
certain sums accumulating with the Senate, 
agreed to address a memorandum to its 
members with a view to forming a National 
University Union, with centres in Cork, 
Galway, and Dublin. The Senate at this 
meeting set up a Committee of nine to con- 
sider the character and feasibility of the 
proposed Union plan before them. This Com- 
mittee’s report to the main meeting of the 
Senate was of a highly satisfactory nature, 
and, in accordance with procedure, the Senate 
asked the Governing Bodies of its various 
constituent colleges to report to them as to 
their views on this Union scheme. 

The report of these. colleges approved of 
the, general principle,of the plan, as outlined 
in the letter addréssed to them by the 
Senate. The Senate then unanimously ap- 
proved of the plan, and directed that a 
special committee be set up to prepare a 
draft statement as to the general organisation 
of the Union. The committee, which con- 
sists of the Chance’lor, Mr. Eamonn de 
Valera; Dr. Coffey, President, U.C.D.; Dr. 
Merriman, President, U.C.C.; Dr. Hynes, 
President, U.C.G.; the Registrars of the 
three colleges, Professor Thomas Walsh, of 
Galway, and Professors Hackett and Cor- 
coran, of Dublin—this committee, in consul- 
tation with counsel. will draft a Union plan, 
which will be received by the Senate, prob- 
ably at the December meeting. Complete 
freedom of ‘action within certain broad lines 
will be allowed to the governing bodies of the 
constituent colleges under this statute. 


College ** Hops “— 


The need of such a Union plan was felt 


more particularly in University College, Dub- | 


lim, with its large undergraduate boaies and 
with iis Jecture theatres and debating halls 
designed for the use of far fewer students. 
Great satisfaction is felt by all, but more 
particularly by the S.R.C., at the happy 
iruition of their years of work. , 

The final meeting of the present 8.R.C. for 
the purpose of transacting ordinary business 
will be held next Wednesday in 86 St. 
Stephen’s Green. The allocation of all Col- 
lege “hops' for the next academic year 
will be the chief business on the agenda. 
These dances, which are held practically every 
Friday of the Michaelmas and Hilary Terms, 
have been under the control of the Council! 
for’ a number of years. ‘ Formerly a good 
deal of friction arose owing to the fact that 
the bigger clubs and societies, such as the 
Rugby Club and the Medical Society, not 
alone held their annual dances outside Col- 
lege, but alsc managed to obtain the best 
dates for these “ hops.’’

PUBLIC: ASSISTANCE 


a 
BIG DROP IN FIGURES 


The total number of persons in receipt of 
public assistance under the poor law on the 
last Saturday of September, 1955, was 
102,004, or 222 less than the previous month 
and 3,773 less than on the corresponding day 
last year. The total is equivalent to 33.64 
per 1,000 of the estimated population. 

Persons in receipt of home assistance 
totalled 84,130, or 394 less than the previous 
month and 3,667 less than on the correspond- 
ing day last year. 

rhe average cost of home assistance was 
£11,642 per week, or £200 per week more 
than the previous month, but £244 lower 
per week than in September, 1934. The 
numbers on home assistance in Dublin City 
and County were 27.85 per cent. of the total 
on home assistance. 

These figures relate only to persons ig 
receipt of home assistance or maintained ig 
county homes, hospitals and extern institus 
tions by poor law authorities.
